The cattle industry of the northwest
has developed & new race of crestures
that are called by some oowboys, by
othern cow-punchers, These Individuals,
indigenous to the country, are totally
differant from thelr brethren a few mlles
furthor south, for there Ia ns moch differ.
ence botween the cowboyn of Montana
and the cowboya of Toxas na there Is be-
tween our New England Yankees and
our New Orleans Oreoles. In ahort there
has grywn up with the marvelous lncrense
of the cattle Industry another met cof
beings that sare very much unllke the
herders of & foew yoars ago, A decade or
80 bick, cow herdera on the plalns were
rogsrded as the very worst class of men
In our country: o clats who woro always
ready to make s gun fight, had marked
to each one's credit the “‘killing of his
man,” and who lnvariably died with hls
boota on.  In the vernacular of the fron:
tler, he was a b.a-d man altogether, and
a cutter and shooter from away back,
They looked upon a tenderfoot with be-
ooming scorn, bore tho appearance of
continually thirsting for gore, and had no

hopia of heaven or fear of hell, The
typioal cowboy of by-gone days
shonld wear a large white wsom-
brera, bound with a flashy gold

cord and tassel, high top boots, leather
pants, fringed buckakin shirt, no wvest,
and a pale of Mexlcan spors as blg as
saucers, He thonld wnlso bs armed
to the teoth, be well mounted on & fiery
bucklog broneho, have a long slnewy
larint tralling behind his steed, Indlan
fanhion, and habituslly be half fall of
his favorite beverage., Now as a matier
of faot

THE LEAL COWEOY OF THE NORTAWEST,
Is & very different perion from what he
Iseupposed to ba. Many of themare
college graduates who etood highwith the
faculty of enstorn universitles, and not a
few ara abla to nolve a mathemnatleal
problem or parse a Latin sentence with
an much ease ss thoy can throw a steor ox
punch a brand,

I have cbserved In Miles City, one of
the headquarters of cattlemen In the
northweat, all clasves «f individuale, from
the boardless youth to the gray haired
man, drossed (n the style of snd engaged
In the ocoupatlon of cowboys.

Many undertake the businees f.r want
of something to do In the way of earning
a living, but the majori'y accept their
lives from cholce. A botter mnce of fal-
lows than the true, genuine cowhboy of
the northwest does not exist on the
North American ¢ontinent,

The averags wazes for a cowboy Is not
very good—@40 pir month and findiogs
—but the lite s exclting, and the free,
open exercisa assuroy excellent health
and perfect dlgestion, whlch Is better
taan all the wages they could get. 1ie
bompaaled & round-up party last fall thay

coured the ranges north of Milea Clty,
and on that trip lsarned many new points
regarding their lifa, habits, and manner
of living, heretofore unknown to me, 1
found they endured hardshipa that wonld
have cost many men thelr lves, and
therafore became, by oontinuai exporure,
perfect typea of phyeleal manhood.

They are unquestionable the finest
borzemen in the world, and are con-
stantly practioleg with rifles or revolvers
In thelr endaavera to become dead shots,
and they generally succeed. Living In
the paddle, they worship thelr horses,
and aro perfeotly happy when on the
backs of their anlmals flying over the
plainy. Duoring the herding soason, sixty
or seventy miles ls an ordinary day's
rlde. They are brave, will share their
last ratlon with a stranger, nsver lie nor
cheat, and hate o horse thief like they do
the devilhlmaelf. Itls a mistake to im-
agine that cowboys are a dangerous set,
Any ono is as safe with them as w.th auy
peopls In the world, uulees he ttesls a
horte or ls hunting for a fight. In thelr
eyer, death s mild punishment for a
horse stealer, Indeed, it is the highoest
erlme known to the unwritten law of
ranching. Nearly eovery horse thlof
strung up last season in Montana, (and
there were fifly-nlne casoultlen of that
gort from April to October) was sent to
his last journey by cowboys, The nu-
merons vigilanes committees ware com
postd slmost exclusivoly of cattle herders
who wepgad s never-ending war of exter-
mination agalnst horse-thleving rascals,
until all the bands were cither broken up
or deiven cul of the territory, Thelr life,
habits, oducation, and neceisities breod
this ivcling In them, and they delight
in appesring rovgher than they
notually are. To a tenderfoot (all east-
ern moen or new arrivalsare called tender-
feet) they love to iell blood cordling
stories aud fmpress him with the dangera
of the frontier, Bot no man need quar-
rel with them unless he seoks it, nud
then he will find the cowboy is always

and pursned, golag at foll speed, drop a
1,000 pound steer st 30, 40, 50, and
aven 00 feot ns clean and a8 nice an if
shot by a bullet.

pamed Willlam MeGaigan. Hoe ls one of
2ho best riders in the world, and can with
eano, golng at o dead run, lussoany atoar
or bull with scarcely an offort, drop plng
the Iarlat snngly over the animal's neck.
Then with a pecullar turn of the wrlst,
known only to himself, he sends a coil,
which rans In a successive rlng down the
ine, raises the noose from the beast's
neck, and when It s abont tosllp off,
with s sndden jork he tightens the llne,
and lo! you have the steer salely secured
wlth a halter around his nose, MoGalgsn
understands kunifiog, brandlog and wat-
tling to parfection, and from horssback
oan throw full grown cattle with as much
eare as oalves. Ho dresses In true cow-
boy stple, and wears an unusually large
white sombrero with a half acre of brim
and plenty of sllver ecord around Its
orown. They tell of another cowboy a
little west of here who did a good thing
while driving a steer through Deer Lodge
last summer, This story s not youched
for ms being strlotly truthful, as the
Leader correspondent only heard it at a
round-up ecamp fire  last fall, told
by one cowboy to mnother over m
bit of roasting tenderloin. The cow-
boy referred to was driviog the atecr
along all right, when the Iattergot ecared
at somothing, and dashed through the
back door of a saloon on a dead run, fol-
lowed by the daring cow poncher on his
broncho. As the steer passed throogh he
jumped clear over a table, around whlich
were four cattlemen engaged In playing a
friendly game of draw poker. Whon the
mon saw the pony following the stecr
they dodged nnder the tabla which made
the animal's passsge cany in leaplng over
the table. KFortunately the doors were
wide enough in both rear and feont and
he eeilipg hlgh enough to make a good
place of entrance nnd exlt for the fright-
ened sfeer, who did his part of the clrons
to perfaction.

I notleed a variety of Iaristsa with this
round-up party, nearly all of which were
made of the very bist quality of hemp,
twistod so extremely tight that It was
Imest impesalble to ontwlst the strande,
Others wore made of slnew ocorde, and
were bralded very neatly, the ends, or
laszolng parte, being greased so aa to slip
easily,  Thelr lnssces were about eixty
r sixty-five feet long, one-third of
which forms the noose, and, when swing-
ing it, it ls grasped a little abuve the
loop, so ssto prevent the same from
slipplog antil launched throvgh the alr,
The Jasao ls swung over the head and
left shoulder, and back over the right
houlder, a peculiar turn of the wrlst as
It begins to return keeping the loop wide
open.

Oane afterncon while loafing
around the camp fire on the Muossleshell,
McGalgan and 1 got talking about the
skill he had acquired in throwing cattle,
and I had little difficulty In persuading
bim to let me into the secrets of his won-
derful dexterlty, and acioally showing
me somse of the finer points of the busl-
ness. Mouonting our bronchos, we rode
off through the ssge brush and out onto
the open pralrle w hers numberlees cattle
were peacefully munching the luxoriant
buffalo grass, My friend had his beat
larlat fastened to the pommel of the sad-
dle, and firast showed me many fancy
shots, throwlng the laeso from or to any
polut over ei'her shonlder, bebind or In
front, He caoght s tremendons bull by the
horns who looked up in surprise, and
started off llke & steam engine, but the
pony bestrode by the cowboy planted his
forcfeet in the gronnd snd checked Mr,
Ball In his mad eareer before the latter
got well started.
